Frankfort, Ky., March 12. — Tho 
iport of sparring, long since accepted 
by the I'nited States Army as among 
the best methods of developing self- 
i:onllileiue, relf-rellance, sportsman- 
gitiip and manliness among young men, 
was swathed with the sheltering mao- 
•le of legislation by the General As- 
iembly today. The Bryson-Perry bill, 
legalizing public boxing exhibitlona, 
passed the Senate late thia afternoon 
by a vote of 22 to 12, after an extended 
lebate during which eloquent tributes 
were paid to the manly art. The meas- 
ure, which prerloualy had paased the 
House, now goes to Governor Morrow 
for his approval.
